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For example, The argument that "In re Yamagata (Fig. IE), has shown the structure with 
only one BJT being created. It also should be noted that the n-well 3 is connected to the system 
high voltage Vcc. Also and, the source region 9 is grounded. Basically, Yamagata failed to 
disclose the extended doped region 208 is adjacent to the source region 204a and the doped layer 
206 in the same conductive type " is not persuasive. Vcc and ground are each conunon voltage 
terminals. Applicants do not claim the same voltage terminal. Additionally, connections to a 
device are considered functional use and not given fiill patentable weight. Yamagata does 
disclose the extended doped region 3 (from surface down) is adjacent to the source region 9 and 
the doped layer 3 (under 8 and 9) in the same conductive type. The extended doped region in 
Yamagata is adjacent, but not directly adjacent to the source as shown in Applicants' figures.
